hea and armed men raided the 
Taghmon (County Wexford) Branch 
of the National Bank in the early hours of 
yesterday morning, and having forced the 
manager and cashier to open the safe took 
away a sum of between £1,200 and £1,500. 

The three raiders gained an entrance to 
the bank by foreing the diningroom 
window. They went to the bedroom of the 
manager, Mr. George Love, and, threaten- 
ing him with rifles and a revolver, com- 
pelled him to walk in pyjamas and overcoat 
to the lodgings of the cashier, Mr. Edward 
Conry, whose key was necessary to open 
the safe, 


COVERED BY GUNS. 


Covered by guns, Messrs. Love and 
Conry were marched back to the bank, 
The safe was opened and the money taken 
away. 

Alarmed by the absence of Mr. Conry, 
Mr. Patrick Sweeney, owner of the house 
in which the cashier resides, went out mn 
the darkness to search for him. Arriving 
at the bank, about one hundred yards 
away, and seeing no one in the vicinity of 
the building, he decided to give the alarm 
at the Civic Guards barrack about two 
hundred yards from the bank. Sergeant 
McNamee and Guard Stack went at once 
to the bank, and were met on the way by 
the manager and cashier. 

The raiders had decamped. The police 
telephoned to headquarters in Wexford, 
about ten miles away,.and Chief Superin- 
tendent Lynch, detectives and Civic Guards 
soon arrived by motor car. 

The masks and tracks of the motor car 
were found in a laneway about a quarter of 
a mile from the bank. The Guards were 
engaged in investigations throughout yes- 
terday, but at the time of wiring no arrest 


had been made. 
STORY OF THE RAID. 


In an interview with our reporter, Mr, 
Love said :—': I was awakened by footsteps. 
outside my bedroom door at 4.20 a.m. [| 
immediately jumped up and opened the 
door, to be confronted by three men wear- 
ing masks which completely covered their 
faces, except the slits for the eyes. Two 
had rifles and the other had a revolver. 
They pointed the weapons at me, 
ordered me to put up my hands, and said 
that they wanted the keys of the safe to 
tako all the cash. I told them my key 
would not open the safe. They asked why, 
and I replied that it would not open the 
safe without the cashier’s key being used 
also. Having tried if my key would open 
the safe, they ordered me to go with them 
to Mr. Conry’s lodgings. 


WOMAN’S ORDEAL, 


“Two raiders went with me, and the 
other remained in the bank on guard over 
Mrs. Love. 1 was dressed only in pyjamas, 
but 1 put on a coat and scarf, 

“ Keeping the guns pointed at me, the 
men forced me to Mr. Conry’s lodgings, 
where they knocked at the door, They made 
me stand out on the footpath, while they 
stood against the wall. On seeing me 
through the window, Mr. Conry came 
down. The moment he opened the door 
one raider jammed a boot in it. Mr. 
Conry became suspicious and attempted to 
close the door, but the leader of the raiders 
threatened to shoot through the door if 
it was not opened at once. , 

“Mr. Conry then came along in a 
dressing fown and pyjamas. The raiders 
forced us at the point of the gun to open 
the safe, and thev took the cash, amount. 
ing to between £1,200 and £1,500, consist- 
ing of notes, silver and copper. They then 
left, ordering that no one was to leave the 
house until daybreak ; but soon after their 
departure we went for the Guards.’” 


THREE BANK RAIDS IN 
AMERICA,

TO BE EXTENDED TO 
LIVERPOOL, 


It is understood that, as a result of aa 
inspection of the Liverpool municipal aero- 
drome at Speke, and conversations with 
members of the Liverpool City Council, 
officials of the Royal Dutch Air Lines have 
sent recommendations to Holland that the 
proposed Amsterdam-Hull air service 
should be extended to Liverpool. The 
original suggestion was that this air ser- 
vice should be extended from Hull to 
Manchester, but after an inspection of the 
Manchester aerodrome at Barton Moss the 
Royal Dutch Air Linas decided that the 
aerodrome was not suitable to their re- 
quirements. They, therefore, announced 
that they were unable to operate to Man- 
chester, at any rate for the time being. 
Certain impovements to the aerodrome, 
and the installation of wireless and weather 
equipment, will be necessary at Speke,’ and 
it is understood that the Liverpool Council 
are agreeable to provide the facilities 
required by the air company. 

It is expected that these will be available 
in time for the service to be opened on 
June 1st, simultaneously with the in- 
auguration of the service between Amster- 
dam and Hull. 
The air service will be available for both 
passengers and freight. The flying time 
between Liverpool and Hull will be 
approximately one hour, and from Liver- 
pool to Amsterdam about three and a half
